180 YBARS AGO TODAY 
INDIANS RAIDED. BETHEL 
Thirty years ago today, the 
people of Bethel and nearby 
towns paused to celebrate 
the 150th anniversary of the 
last Indian raid. Although the 
overcast skies threatened all 
day, the rain waited until six 
o’elock in the afternoon. The 
day’s events were complete, in- 
eluding a big parade, baseball 
game, dancing, the fiddling of 
Mellie Dunham, and meals 
served at the Congregational 
Church and in a tent on the 
Common. The pageant depict- 
ing the last Indian rald was 
by a local cast before an audi- 
ence estimated at 6,000. 
A special edition of the Citi- 
zen told the story of the Bethel 
of 1931, with a hundred illus- 
trations and stories of some 90 
businesses of thia vicinity. 
The event commemorated the 
attack by five Indians, led by 
Tomhegan, Nathanicl Segar, Lt. 
Jonathan Clark, and Capt. El- 
eazer Twitchell were taken fo 
the Clark home where they 
were bound while the house 
was ransacked, Captain Clark 
eseaped at that time and, it is 
anid, hid during the night in 
the preaent location of Kim- 
ball Park, Benjamin Clark was 
added to the captives and all 
were londed with the plunder 
and started on the long tramp 
to Canada, On the way up the 
Androscoggin, in the vicinity of 
Shelburne, a negro was captor. 
ed and Lt. Clark was. allowed 
to return to Bethel.

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Pipe Line Reconditioning 
Nearing Completion Here 


The 18” main pipe line of 
the Portland-Montreal Pipe 
Line System was laid in 1950, 
This line is 237 miles long from 
South Portland to Montreal 
East, Quebec. When the line 


was jaid, based on surveys of* 


soil conditions and other fac- 
tors that would tend to cor. 
rode the pipe, all but about 90 
miles of the pipe was coated 
and wrapped. It was recogniz- 
ed at that time that the pipe 
would need periodic inspection 
and if eonditions were ever 
found that indicated develop- 
ment of greater corrosion than 
expected, it would be necessary 
to take the line out of the 
ground, clean it and coat and 
wrap it, This work is generally 
referred to in the pipe line in- 
dustry ns  “reeondifioning” 
work. Approximately 2.3 miles 
of the bare 18° main pipe 
line was reconditioned and 
coated and wrapped in Vermont 
in October of 1960, 


The first part of May this 
year work started on recondi- 
tioning approximately 48 miles 
of the 18” line. A little over 
half of this mileage is in Maine, 
with slightly more than six 
miles in a atreteh northward 
from Casco, Maine and the 
balance extending northwest- 
ward from the North Water- 
ford, Maine pumping station. 
The other half of the mileage 
lies between Guildhall and Sut- 
ton, Vermont. The sections
